The Greek Throne still Vacant 



The Greek question is still unsettled. It 
19 not so, however, through any fault of the 
people of Hellas. Having got rid of the 
worthless Otho, they lost no time in endeav- 
oring to provide a successor. It is here, 
however.lhat their chief difficulty commenced. 
They have had a large conlinent lo choose 
rom, whero Kings and Princes are generally 
supposed to be had for llio asking. Never- 
theless, old Europe is so shackelled and 
bound up by protocols and treaties that elig- 
ible candidates far thrones are not always at 
liberty to accept the oiler of one when made, 
This fact constilules one of the circumstances 
which embarrasses the action of the Greek 
people in their efforts to obtain a monarch i ri 
the place of him whom they have dismissed. 
They have sought, however, to overcorua this 
obstacle. They seem to have imagined that 
the protocol of 18ii0, which stood in tha way 
of their free action, would be as powerless to 
prevent them selecting whom they pleased as 
similar instruments have been to restrain tho 
movement of Great Powers when interest bid 
them disregard them. Notwithstanding the 
opposition of France and Russia, uud tho as- 
surance of the leading English journals that 
England could not comply with llieir wishes, 
they have steadily persevered in their origi- 
nal purpose of choosing Prince Alfred 
for their King. Nor has the fuct of 
Earl Kussel, having, in conjunction with 
Baron Brunow, of Russia, signed notes 
recapitulating the existing treaty of exclusion; 
nor the offer, on behalf of England, to give 
up lo Greece the Ionian Isles, provided she 
would choose Don Fernando, of Portugal, 
had the effect of preventing their choosing 
he son of Victoria. Him they have elected 
by universal suffrage. Public opinion per- 
sists in this choice, believing that the national 
sovereignty must surmount all obstacles. It 
is evident, howevor, that the public opinion ot 
Greece must give way on this occasion. Eng- 
land cannot and will not break her solemn 
engagements with the other Great Powers, 
however flattering may be to her the prefer- 
ence shown by the Greeks for her alliance. 
Apart from the treaty obligations sho labors 
under, not to consent to Prince Alfred's ac- 
cepting the throne of Greece, her policy is 
evidently to keep out of the endless compli- 
cations with tho otter Great Powers which 
such a connection would entail upon her. 
The little she has had to do with them al- 
ready, is.not suflicienlly encouraging to cause 
her to wish for an extension of her relation 3 
with the Greeks. The Ionian isles, over 
which sho has now for many years exercised 
a protectorate, have beeu a source of too 
much annoyance and too little profit, lor her 
to wish to retain even them. The present 
occasion, by again opening tho Greek ques- 
tion, gives her un opportunity to transfer them 
to that kingdom to which they geographically 
belong. Indeed, if we may depend upon 
the last accounts relating to the matter, she 
has availed herself of the opportunity, and 
has offered to cede the Isles to Greece. The 
Patrie says the conditions of the treaty arc 
that Greece " should maintain the monarchi- 
cal form of government, and respect the 
treaties which regulate the kingdom ol 
Greece." Another authority has it that this 
oiler was made with a view to induco the 
Greeks to choose Don Fernando, as -we men- 
tioned above; but there is little doubt that 
England would be willing to be rid of Ihc 
Protectorate, under any reasonable circum- 
stances. In order, however, that this may 
take place, it would perhaps be necessary for 
it to be done with the consent of the Powers 
who conferred the Protectorate upon Eng- 
land iu 1815. England might renounce the 
trust confided to her, hut the other parties 
to the treaty will doubtless maintain that the 
same interests which induced them to make 
her the Protector of the Islands, must deter- 
mine their future destiny. A congress will, 
no doubt, be assembled to decide the question, 
and their decision will, in all probability, be 
for the annexation of the Ionian Isles to 
Greece. But the question is still, who will 
be the new King ? Alfred of England has 
refused, aud so has Don Fernando, ftither of 
the present King of Portugal. The latter — 
good, easy man — though solicited by both 
England and France, prefers to remain in 
private life to lilling any throne. His past 
experience of royalty was irksome enough to 
him — so much so, indeed, that on hour alter he 
installed on the throne his son, Don I'edro — 
for whom he was Regent — he threw oil all 
State ceremony, and went out into ihc streets 
of Lisbon determined to enjoy ihc same liber 
ty as the rest of the people, which he has 
continued to do ever since. Prince Louis of 
Hesse, who has been spoken of, also bus, it is 
fftid, refused the Crown. The mail now spo- 
ken of as most likely to he King, is the Count 
de Flandres, son of the King of Belgium. 
He would be acceptable to England, and in 
all probability to Fiance, nor could Russia 
find in him any grounds for objection. Among 
many of the Greeks too, this candidate is re- 
garded as a " palatable alternative lo Prince 
Alfred." Should ho be elected nnd accept 
the crown, ho would no doubt make a very 
good monarch, educated as ho has been uu- 
der the constitutional government of so pro- 
gressive a Kingdom as Belgium, We must, 
however, waive for the present further specu- 
lation on this question till it shall be mote 
fully developed.

LATEST NEWS.

Cairo, Fob.' 7. — The light draught gunboat 
(Jlide took firo this iiiornitijr, from some un- 
known cause, and floated down the river a 
short distance, lodging on the Kentucky 
shire. The boat, with her guns and machip- 
c.y, Is a total loss.

Advices from Galveston, fit Alabama, 
give Commodore Hell's proclamation to the 
foreign consuls, notifying them that all foreign 
subjects, oud all others concerned, in Calves- 
ton, tire liable to bo attacked any day by the 
United States forces. Twenty-four hoars are 
to bo given for the innocent and helpless to 
be withdrawn. 

The reported defeat of the I'Yoneh in Mex- 
ico proves a Mexican rumor. At last advices, 
the Ftoncli siege guns were advancing to wards 
Oriztba, from which point a column was to 
move to co operate with the column from 
Julapa, both to unite four leagues distance 
on the front of Jahipa, where a Btout resist 
aucc is anticipated. 

The British war ship Vesuvius, at Bermu- 
das en the 27th ol January, reports thut the 
French army had been defeated in their at- 
tack on Pucb'a, and had lost three thousand 

men. 

A special dispatch to the Time,-: Haya the 
House Committee on Ways and Means had 
inl'oimally tinder consideration to-day Senate 
amendments to the finance bill. The Coin- 
mittee accept them all, except the reduction 
ol Legal Tenders. They will insist upon 
three hundred millions, but will allow the 
Secretary to judge of t lie necessity of thoir 
issue. The Senate Finance Committee anil 
Secretary Chase nre in entire accord now 
raV.ive to the finance bill. Tho -\iows of 
the Mouse Committee are also approaching 
ra-iidly to those of the Senate Committee, 
and the two Houses will probably agree in 
recommending a lax at least of one-eight per 
cent, on all speculative transaction! in gold. 

Washington, Feb. 7.— It is believed thut 
the Senate will confirm none of the Brigadier 
Generals now before it, except those who 
have earned their stars by military conduct, 
and are hcatty supporters of the Government 
and its war policy.

British Colombia D.bbenturks. — Advices 
received from England, under date of Decem- 
ber 20th, state that the Bank of British Col- 
umbia in J.oiidon, who through their Branch 
here, took tho £50,000 British Columbian 
loan last summer, had sold £0,000 of the 
Debentures at -I'J per cent, premium. It 
was expected that the balance, £14,000 
would command 1 to 5 per cent, premium. 
At the date of advices the Debcututes were 

1 ijgood demand, and would have command- 
ed a higher rate, had it not been for the in- 
flated letters of the Times' correspondent on 
the market. A3 it is, it is gratifying to 
observe that the credit of the sister colony 
stands so high at home. The bonds of Can- 
ada and the Maratime Provinces, command 
at present a much higher premium ; bni in a 
nLorl lime a betler feeling will prevail in our 
favor. Being new borrowers in the London 
market, it was not to be expected that our 
Debentures should sell as high as colonies 
that had all established credit ol fifty years 
standing. It may bo remembered that some 
of our local financiers laid that the Deben- 
tures ol either colony could not be sold in 
London unless the inlerest was lixed at 10 
per cent, per annum. The operations of the 
Bank of Columbia silences that error very 
effectually', lor the debentures were made to 
draw per cent, interest, payable in London 
or New Westminster, yet they command 4}Z 
per cent, premium. 

Tun Chinaman Bow.— Adam Mattern the 
German accused of assaulting some Chinese 
washeimen, and doing malicious injury in 
their house, appeared on remand bofore the 
Police magistrate yesterday morning. The 
three Chinamen, who preferred the original 
charge, having been since arrested on a war- 
rant for assault, were also in court. The 
accusation against Ma Item was first enter 
tained, and afterwards the cross charge against 
the Chinese, for whom Mr. King appeared. 
The Chinamen swore that Mattern, hav- 
ing refused to pay the full charge for his 
washing, snatched up his clothes and pre- 
pared to depart; and that when prevented, 
maliciously knocked down a shelf upon 
which a quantjty of clean linen was deposited, 
bringing it to the Hour, so that in the melee 
which then ensued it was soiled in a manner 
that necessitated its going again into the 
wash. The damage was estimated at about 
SI0. The Chinamen further deposed that 
two of them wore struck and the third kicked 
in tho struggle which ensued between the 
parlies, and that they finally locked him into 
the house while the police wore sent for. 
Mattern brought witnesses to prove that two 
ol the Chinamen had struck him, one with a 
billet of wood, and the other with the ironing 
board. Mr. I'cinberlon dismissed the charge 
against Mattern, but convicted two of tho 
Chinamen of assault. He remarked that the 
Chinese population were generally well be- 
haved, but in this instance '.he persons before 
him were proved to hare tukco the jaw into 
then- own hands, so ho fiuod them 50s. each. 

Chinese Nkw JTkar. — The Celestial com- 
munity! resident here, celebrated with great 
rejoicing and festivity the arrival of their 
New Year. Late on Monday night they 
commenced by letting off Squibs in all quar- 
ters of the town, which may havegiven them 
great satisfaction, but rather disturbed tho 
slumbers Of the '.other inhabitants 61 the city, 
as the practice did not cease till morning 
dawned. Yesterday the sons ol the Flowery 
Kingdom dressed out in finest attire, went 
visiting and feasting amongst their friends, 
spending the tiny in as ralionable and enjoy- 
able a manner as many people who make 
much greater pretension to refinement and 
civilizaiion. There was no rioting or excess 
observable during the day. Peace, happiness, 
with mutual good will towards each other 
seemed to engage their thoughts during the 
holiday.

SCOTLAND. 

Sumo curious letters of Bums the poet 
have been disposed of in a sale by miction, in 
London'. They consisted of upwurds of 20 
autograph letters, with some poclry and a 
common-place book. The letters have all, 
more or less, been used by l!r. Currie in his 
edition of Hum's Correspondence, but the 
originals, just sold, contain many unpub- 
lished passages highly illustrative of Ihc 
genius, peculiarities, and eccentricities of tho 
writer, us well r.s niimsrpus particulars of the 
personal history of the poet and his family. 
Divided into twenty-six lots, they produced 
over £100. 

During Hie late storm in the weft of Scot- 
land, Mr. Rcid, farmer, Iuvcrguseran, had re- 
tired to rest, when the house wus struck by 
a thunderbolt and split from lop to bottom. 
The bed on which Mr. Roid was lying was 
blown to the ceiling, and then caina to tho 
ground, while the bedroom door was lorn 
from its hinges and dashed against the win- 
dow. Mrs. Rcid wns in an adjoining apart- 
ment, and, in a state of Ihc utmost alarm, she 
hurried to llio rescue of her husband, but a 
stair over which she had lo pass having been 
riven away by the lightning, the poor lady 
fell into Ihc wine cellar through the opening. 
Eveyy pane ol glass, bottle, nnd piece of 
crockery about tho building was smashed to 
pieces, and in a few moments the house be- 
came a total wreck. Mr. and Mrs. Rcid, and 
the servants, escaped with but a few trifling 
scratches.

IRELAND. 

A lire was discovered on Monday after- 
noon in llie men's and adult burs' dormitory, 
in the South Dublin union. The police on 
duty inside the building, assisted by tho ofli 
cials and some of tho paupers, extinguished 
the Dames by half-past 1 o'clock. Six of the 
inmates of the houses are in custody, charged 
with having caused the fito. 

On Monday night, about 9 o'clock, a lire 
broke out at ihc Ulen Flour Mills, Old Park, 
Belfast, and at ,'i a. in. tho only thing remain- 
ing was the bare walls of the building, in 
which there was a largo stock of wheat at 
the lime, and a quantity of Indian corn wus 
also in store. It is believed the entire prop- 
erty destroyed will amount lo £5,000. 

The County Kerry has responded lo the 
appeal m ule to it at the recent meeting, to 
limit its churity and make it sectarian, by 
remitting £100 to the Lord Mayor of Dublin, 
as a first instalment to thq Lancashire fund, 
which was acknowledged at Tuesday's meet- 
ing of the Mansion-houso Committee. Thu 
.'Jiith Regiment, now stationed in Shin street 
Ea'rracks, Dublin, havo subscribed £38 for 
the relief of Lancashire distress. Every 
officer in the regiment contributed a day's 
pay, which amounted to .Clti I3s. Tho re- 
mainder is made up of the subscriptions of 
Oil nnn commissioned officers and men. A 
private subscription ball held iu the Rotunda 
litis produced ■£ 10. Tho Prusbylorian con- 
gregation at Rathgar have contributed £30 
for tho same object, A Lancashire Relief 
Association at Sandy-mount has sent in £50 
as Its first instalment. 

The Right Dev. Dr. Gillooly. Roman Cath- 
olic Bishop at Sligo, has written lo the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, expressing his admiration 
of the humane exertions pi the Laucashirs 
Committee, nnd wi3hing Ihc largest amount 
ol success, but regretting that he is unable to 
send any contributions, owing to the over- 
whelming distress which prevails among his 
own people in that part of the country ,crushotl 
with Ihc accumulated debts of ihc last three 
years. Lord Plunkct has enclosed to Mr. 
Napier a check for £460 10s., the amount 
collected in his united dioceses, with dona- 
tions. Ho states that iu Connemara and 
Erris the people arc very poor, and have been 
during the last three years, in much distress. 
When the circumslur.ces of the district nre 
considered, it must be admitted thai the com- 
paratively small population of Protestants, 
have given according to their mantis, and iu 
some reasonable proportion lo tho necessity 
of tho caso. It is right to observe hero that 
the liishop of Tlfani was the lirst Bishop in 
iroland lo suggest congregational contribu- 
tions for the relief of the sulferers in Lanca- 
shire, as an expression of the gralitudo for 
the liberality of the English in ihc time ol 
the Irish famine. Mr. Henry Todd, in hand- 
ing in the eonttibuti n from the Presbyterian 
Church, Rathgar, stated that itrrangomonts 
had boon entered into that would produce 
from that church £10 per month for the next 
four mouths, Mr, Todd, who is tho head of 
one of llio largest establishments iu Dublin, 
and has been in tho habit of sending clothes 
free of cost to Manchester, stated that ho had 
received information to tho effect that thoy 
wero received with the uluiostgralitu.de. The 
committee missed u vote of thanks to Mr. 
Crosbie, High Shoriff of Kerry, fur the re- 
mittance of £-100 from that county. Up- 
wards of £5,000 has been received by Ihis 
committee dining tho last 15 days, and lha 
twelfth thousand has been remitted to Man- 
chester.

We take the following from the Sydney 
Hmtld of the -1st of October : — 

There hnvo been no failures of any impor- 
tance dining the month, and the insolvencies 
have been rather below tho average. 

The miners generally arc suffering from the 
long continued drought, tho want ol water 
preventing the washing up of stuQ that would 
be payable were water haridy. Although the 
qucsSion pi nator supply has been more than 
once mooted upon sclera! of the diggins, so 
apathetic havo been those more immediately 
interested, that as yet no step has been taken 
Inwards the desired object, and the result is 
that now, after uti unusual period ol drought, 
and with every probability of its continuance 
for the next three ol four months, the great 
body of the diggers will find their labor un- 
productive until tho next rainy season sets 
in. 

The speculation that has heretofore been 
so rife, more particulatly.at the Luchlan, in 
the buying and selling of shares, has lately 
received a severe blow. Ono of the so-called 
leads, llie Euruku, hns turned nut to bo a 
dead sell, it having been proved beyond tho 
possibility of doubt that neither a lead, nor 
anything in sny way approaching to n loud, 
exists on the spot, and yet claims and shares 
in claims on this supposed lead havo been 
sold al fabulous amounts, and hundreds have 
b en I'letimizad. 

At Buiraugong mining matters ate exceed- 
ingly dull, hundreds leaving for lha New 
Zealand or other gold-fields, drivon oil by the 
scarcity of water, and the consequent cost of 
carriage for the wash dirt holuro it can be 
made available. The rush to the Wheddin 
Mountain is reported to have turned out even 
heller than was at first expected ; whilst tho 
Wombat rush is fast extending, with every 
promise of a permanent paying field being 
established there. 

We have occasionally noticed tho Gnudn- 
gai diggings ns been likely, at soma fill n I e 
day, to turn on I good pnyii g ground. Theto 
is now u probability of its being tested some- 
what moie extensively than it tins y e been. 
A nugget weighing 35oz. was found there a 

short time back, in n puny with several 

smaller nuggets of fiom 2i,iZ. lo tin/.. This 
discovery has caused a rush to the spot. 

The liraidwood diggings are sidluring very 
severely (rum the want of rain, so much so 
that in some places water for domestic u.-o is 
running short. Many localities are now un- 
workable through ihu drought, in winch the 
minora havo heretofore found the chief diffi- 
culty they had to contend against to bo the 
nver-siipplv of the element that is now want- 
ing. The Jombaieumboiic Swamp, howeve , 
is an exception lo this rule, as llio miners 
can now got at and work places which a few 
months ago they would never have dreamt 
of touching. 

A very magnificent nugget, weighing 213 
ounces, has been unearthed at tho Gulf 
Diggings, within a few feel of the surface of 
the earth, and is now being exhibited in 
Sydney. The fortunate finders, who arc in 
town, inform US that there are about 1.000 
diggers on the ground, and that all are doing 
so well that no complaints are heard. Ho 
must be getting something satisfactory when 
the digger ceases to grumble. 

Nelligcn is reported to be all but deserted 
by its male population, they having gone 
forth iu a body to test some new ground that 
has been opened between Nelligcn and Ulla- 
dulla. No particulars have as yet reached 
Sydney, nor havo we any information in re 
spect to tho grounds they have for the rush. 

Mining at the Lachlau is proceeding stead- 
ily, although some excitement has been 
caused there by the Eureka Lead swindle. 
The Kicort returns have not bcou so large n* 
had been expuetcd ; but this is owing lo tho 
lillle washing-up that is being done. On all 
the established leads the claimholders.as thoy 
bottom, are striking gold more or less pay- 
able, and t'tiis very materially ten Is to en 
hance tho confidence now felt in the perma- 
nence of tins important goldfield. 

The Wellington diggings have not answered 
the great expectations that were entertained 
respecting them. Of the numbers that the 
first rush brought on Ihu ground not more 
than 70 remain, and, though a few of them 
are doing well, the great bulk are hardly 
making wages. From Avisford we learn 
that a party of Chinese have made a very 
heavy find of gold, although the amount has 
not been stated. The Louisa Creek, however, 
has maintained a steady population for some 
years past, during which period tho escorl 
returns have not fluctuated very materially. 
A very rich yield wus obtained at Mercndee 
a few 'days back. A bucketful! of ourlh, 
picked stuff, taken from tho casing of a 
quart/, reef, yielded no less than !Jli ounces of 
gold. We need hardly add that tho whole 
lino of the reef was taken up immediately 
upon this becoming known. 

The parlies who expected lo sfiikc the 
old bed of Ihc river on Mailland point havo 
been so far successful that they havo struck 
a run of good wash-dirt, about 12 feet wide 
and 1 foot thick, thai has yielded 9 oz. gold 
to Ti bucKets of stuff. 

The tunnelling parlies and thoso working 
the hills have knocked of! ami taken to the 
moister localities, their wash dirt being stored 
to await a more propitious state of the weath- 
er. A couple ol Chinese having been doing 
a rare stroke of business by the manufacture 
of gold out of old brass candlesticks. The 
celestial ingenuity and skill wars so great 
that many persons wen; victimised beforo the 
imposture was discovered, and by that time 
tho delinquents had made their pile ami 
cleared out. 

The Feel river diggings aro in a state of 
great depression through the continued 
drought. 

Mr. Commissioner Dulton has been making 
some inquiries into llie yield from Wood's 
Reef, at tho Ironbark, nnd he lias been in- 
formed that, since llie first ol January last, 
211 tons of quartz from the reef have been 
crushed, and that the yield has been 037 
ounces, or rather more than 3 ounces to the 
ton, nn amount that pays handsomely for lha 
labor bestowed on the work. 

Soma parties have set in to work upon die 
Crow Mountain, near ISingei a, and arc report- 
ed to be making first-class wages. The coun- 
try for miles round is said to be very promis- 
ing, and to resemble the best ground ol the 
Ovens. 

The Sydney Herald publishes the lollowing 
Wlegram Irom Melbourne: 

Monday, Oct. 20th, 8, p, m.— The Mel- 
bourne and Murray river Railway opened lo 
Sandhurst to-day. The Governor and a large 
number of people were present. Three extra 
trains were required for excursionists. 

The stoppage ol Wittkowski Brothcts,lnrga 
speculators in tobacco, is announced. Liu 
bilitics £55,000. It is rumored that secured 
creditors will give bills for 15s in tho pound 
and take assignment! 

The new reef at Bccclnvorth continues to 
yield richly. Splendid specimens of gold 
havo been taken out during llio last lew days.

A Bio Hurst. — The crowd that went out 
to witness the grand blow up of seventy-five 
kegs of gunpowder, in a cave at Point Loboa 
yesterday afternoon, were compelled to wait 
until seven o'clock last evening, in con - 
sequence ol high water. The blast was fired 
at lha hour designated, and the magnificence 
of the burst repaid those who waitod in the 
cold to see if. 'Pons of rock wero hurled 
into the air, and tongues of flame continued 
issuing up through tho great fissures for 
several seconds after llio explosion. The 
rock above tho cave is said to be about sixty 
feet in thickness;

Suit von Slander. — William Hitter, a 
hotel keeper, on yesterday commenced suit 
in the Twelfth District Court against John 
Deryhauser lo recover damages for alleged 
slanders uttered by the defendant against 
Ihc character of the plaintiff. — Herald. 

Rpcovery ok' Treasure. — The Alia of the 
8th inst., says that the party of adventurers 
who sailed from San Francisco uboiu two 
months since, lo try and raise tho treasure of 
Ihc Golden Gate, have succeeded iu recover- 
ing about 5320,000 of jt, Near 5200,000 
was stolen by the Mexicans as soon ns it was 
got out. Tho working patty is under tho 
control of a guntlemun named William 
Irelun, and ih ;i crnft employed bcurs his 
uamo. The process of recovery consisted in 
simply digging away tho gravel from the 
vicinity of the treasure-room of the ship and 
sending down divers to fusion on to the 
treasure ( boxcs. It was believed that fully 
$1,000,000 would bo recovered.

A second fire had destroyed four hundred 
houses at Hankow; the rebeli, however, have 
left the vicinity of tho place, 

A great fight occurred between iho Impe- 
perialisls and the rebels at Mankin, in the 
latter part of November, which resulted in 
the deleat of the rebels. 

Dates from Peki'n ntu to November 18th, 
but nothing boyoud the funeral of the Into 
Eniporor hud occurred. Eighty foreigners 
nre now located In the city, irrespective of 
the Jesuits. Tho U. S. Legation has been 
looaled there a year. An expedition had 
started lo hunt coal at Sin-llim. 

Al Tientsin, on the 23d of November, tho 
ice had set in, and tho Pieho was oxpected to 
close in a few days.
